When the Bowl is out, you are imme- 
diately conveyed to your Priſon-Room, in 
which you are incloſed with ſuch Security, 
às not to be ny got to when * --] 
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About Two Hours afterwards, the 
chief Swine of the Herd, under a pretence 
of ea Viſit, Oc. comes to you, and after 
ſome few Judas Compliments, he, with- 
out asking Leave or Conſent, calls for 
Pipes, Tobacco, and a Bottle of Wine, 


places himſelf in a Chair, lights his Pipe, 


fills his Glaſs, drinks it off, without the 
Good Manners of taking any Notice of 
| you ; for you muſt underſtand, that Good 


anners amongſt Bailiffs, as are ſcarce to 
By ſuch time as the Bottle is half out, 
perhaps 'twill be your turn to have the 
Opportunity of drinking a Glaſs or two 
with him; and then he takes Care to in- 


timate the Neceſſity of your being imme- 


diately carried to Newgate, if you don't 
forthwith pay him his Demands for his 


C:wility (by him call'd Civility Coal; viz. 

Cevility Money . | 

. *Tis true, altho' he has the Modeſty 

and Cunning as not to mention' the Sum 
he demands, yet he has the Impudence 
4 to ſmile in your Face, and deny receiving 

of what you are diſpoſed to give, provi- 


ded 'tis leſs than a Guinea; and very 


often, as the Caſe is circumſtanc'd, he is 
ſo baſe as to extort Two or Three, and 


{ſometimes Five Guineas. TT 
If you do not at that time pay him his 
Civil Coal, you are certainly uſed with 
OO ; great 
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great Brutality, and lock'd up a cloſe Pri- 


ſoner for ſeveral Days; during which 


time, you ſhall not only be deprived of all 
manner of Converſation, but of ſeeing of 
any Perſons who come to you; and he 
will alto prevent you from ſending to any 
of your Friends upon your neceſſary Occa- 
fions, till ſuch time you have ſatisfy'd his 
unreaſonable Expectations. And though 


you are cloſe lock'd up, and cannot have [ 


tree Acceſs to the neceſſary Conveniency, 
you may ring, knock, or call (very often) 
for the ſpace of an Hour, before they will 
come near you, and at the ſame Time, 
they'il Scoff and Snap at you, and uſe you 
with a great deal of Ill Manners. 
Upon the Whole, I cannot but obſerve, 
That by the Words C:w:1:t3z-2oney, with 
which you are forced to compound for 
bardly rolerable Uſage at the beſt, it is na- 
turally imply'd, That the general Diſpo- 
ſition of this Set of Mortals, is ſuch, as 
renders them the very Reverſe to every 


thing Human, and ranks them more 


properly in the Liſts of thoſe Beaſts of 
Prey, that prowl about to deſtroy Man- 
kind; and in this reſemble the Devil him- 
ſelf, who walks to and fro in the Earth 
ſeeking whom he may devour. 
Indeed were I particularly to deſcribe 
the baſe Methods uſed by theſe Canibals, 
*would ſwell this Volume to an enormous 
Bulk;

If you are melined to Breakfaſt with 


Tea, Coffee, Chocolate, Sc. you pay a

Cheeſe, Butter, £9. One Shilling; and 
Four-pence per Quart for what Beer you 
drink therewith. 3 „ 

The Price of your Dinner, if you Dine 


by your ſelf, is generally Two Shillings, 


and ſometimes Three; for if there be no 
other Priſoner than your ſelf, you are 
ſurely charged with the Dinner as provi- 


ded for the Family in general. 5 
If you are admitted to ſit in Company 
during the Intervals between Meals, no- 


thing will do but a flowing Bowl of Punch 


(ſuch as before mentioned) or a Bottle or 
two of Wine, which, with the greateſt 
Aſſurance imaginable, they will call for 


(as aforeſaid) Without your Conſent, and 


very often without your Knowledge. 

Ik any of the Female Sex (as the Wife 
or Daughters of your Gaoler) be in Com- 
pany, they will provide Tea, Sugar, Oc. 


and place all to your Account, which if 


you ſeem in the leaſt diſpleaſed at, then 
they tell you of Newgate, of calling a 


Coach to carry you thither, and many 


ſuch like Threats, which, to Perſons who 


know not what Nenpate is, ſounds ſo ter- 


rible, that they are glad to put up with 


ſuch Impoſitions; and thereupon, you are 
commanded to repair to your Priſon Room, 
a loathſome Garret, where you are ſe- 


curely lock'd up, and no Perſons admitted

be your Occaſions never ſo importunate. 


'The Brandy, as they call it, which they 
ſell in their Houles, is a Compoſition of 
diverſe Spirituous Liquids, which they

Half. Quartern Wine Meaſure. 
The Geneva they ſell at Four-pence per 


Quartern, and in the ſame ſhort Meaſure 


as that of their Brandy. Their Beer is

Their Wine is horrid baſe, not only in 
reſpect to Goodneſs, but Meaſure ; their

When you have Occaſion to ſend 2 


Letter by a Porter, you muſt not only 
beg and pray for that Liberty, but alſo 


pay a double Price for the Meſſage. And 
if you give a Letter with a Penny, to put 
into the Penny Poſt-Office, it very rarely 


goes any further than the firſt Fire they 


come to. And every time you ſend any 


Letter, either by the Poſt or a Meſſenger, 


it is always opened and read, and very 
often not delivered at all, eſpecially if they 


diſlike the Contents. Nor do they ſcruple

That nothing may eſcape theſe Wret- 
ches, they always, at the Departure of a 
Priſoner, ask for ſome ſmall Matter for 
the Maid-Servant of their Houſe ; which 
is ſeldom deny'd, but is rarely given to 
her; for if ſhe happens to be abſent on 
any Occaſion, and it be left with her Ma. 
ſter or Miſtreſs for her, they generally 
keep it themſelves, all being Fiſh with 
them that comes to Net. bs 
It were endleſs to enumerate the Tenth 
Part of their Villainies, and therefore!

Which being compared with a Spong- 
ing-Houſe, where you pay 15. per Diem, 
for your Fires, Which are not light till 
Noon, and put out every Night at 8 org 
and left in the Dark afterwards, is no 
doubt infinitely preferable. N 

Vour Garniſh being paid, you imme- 

diately enter into a Meſs with the other 


Priſoners of the Ward, with whom you eat, 
drink, Sc. at a very cheap and reaſonable 
Rate, every Perſon providing for his Day 
as aforeſaid, a ſufficient Joint of Mutton, 
Beef, Sc. and thereby you have a very 
good Dinner of Roaſt or Boil'd every Day 
for about 4 4. each Priſoner, or 64. at 
moſt, at which time you may drink ſuch 
Liquors as you are inclinable to, and be 
free from all manner of Impoſitions and Ill 
Manners practiſed by Bailiffs, where you 
not only pay an extravagant Price, but are 
obliged to eat what they pleaſe to leave, 
and be ſubje& to their Humours. . 
The Liberty you have of Converſing 
with whom you pleaſe, is at no time de- 
nied, free Accels being given at all. times 
between Eight in the Morning and Nine 
at Night, at which times you are at liberty 
to be in private with your Friends to 5 
N "ule 
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2 cult and Adviſe, Sc. as your Buſineſs or 


Affairs may require, without any Perſon 


2 to interfere with you; which in a Spong- 
7 ing-Houſe is the Reverſe; for there you 
cannot ſpeak one Word to your Friend in 
7 relation to your Affairs, bur you have one 
or two of their Emiſſaries liſtening at the 
Door, to over-hear your Conſultations, . 
which may oftentimes prove of a bad 
23 Conſequence, by having your Secrets diſ- 

covered to your Adverſaries. N 
When your Occaſions require a Perſon 
to carry a Letter to any Place in London, 
tis faithfully performed by the Servants of 
Mr. Rowſe and Mr. Perry, with great Care 
and Speed, which is never done at any 
Sponging. Houſes, as IJ have before obſer- 
ved. Then for the Benefit of Air and 
Cleanlineſs, there is no Compariſon: for 
here every thing is kept clean by the Care 
of the Steward, Sc. whereas in a Spong- 
2 ing-Houſe, what with your being cloſe 
lock'd up, and want of freſh Air, the 
Stink of a Cloſe Stool (which is very often 
full at your coming in) the ill-ſmell of 
the Bed (for they ſeldom change the 
Sheets under two Months) and the 
Smoaking of the Chimney; the Air is 
actually ſo Infectious, that if the Perſons 
confined are not of a ſtrong Conftitution, 
they are liable to great Inconyeniencies, 
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Pleaſure and Converſation; And there- 
fore, I do ſolemaly declare to all unfor- 
tunate Perſons, That when they cannot 
produce Bail or diſcharge the Action in a 
Mort time, *tis greatly to their Advan- 
tage immediately to go to the Maſter Debtor 
Side of Newgate, rather than ſuffer them- 
{elves to be impoſed on, in the Manner 1

The Crone Hall is the Firſt, into which |

In this Hall is placed a Ciſtern of Lead, 
into which every Day is pumped a plentiful

Adjacent hereunto is a kind of Kitchen

and called by the Name of Fack-Catch's 
Kitchen, it being the Place, wherein that 
Honeſt Fellow boils the Quarters of ſuch 
Men as have heen executed for Treaſon, 


Oc. 
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Over this Kitchen i is an eee good 
Ward, called The Womens Ward, in which 
the Female Debtors are impriſoned. 
The Manner of their Lodging is the 


ſame (as thoſe of Tangier) but the Air 
much better. They have alſo a very 


good Light, and a good Fire place, the 
laſt of which they have alſo in Tangier and 


Debtors Hall. 


The Firing is provided by che Priſoners 


themſelves, as alſo the Beds they lie on, 


except they make uſe of the Boards, 
which are provided by the Sheriff 
ready to their Hands. 

Every Debtor impriſoned in the afore- 
ſaid Wards, is allowed each Day, one 
coarſe Houſhold Wheaten Loaf, almoſt 


the Bigneſs of a common Penny White 
Loaf; and there is alſo given a certain 
5 Quantity of Beef once a Week, which is 
always in propor tion to the Number of 


Debtors. 
Every Debtor at his Entrance, pays 115. 


and 64. Garniſh- Money, which is ſpent

And, at his Diſcharge or Removal from

Theſe Debtors (as alſo the Felons) afe

This hopeful Child being arrived -to 
the Age ot Fourteen, was not in the leaſt 
behind thoſe of Twenty 1n reſpect to all 
manner of Vice and Extravagancy, in 
which he was ſupported by his tender Fa- 
ther, till ſuch time as Providence put a 
Period to his Life ; for on the 17th of 


March 1652, being St. Patrick*s Day, the 


indulgent Father of this hopeful Youth was 


| hang'd at Armagh, being found Guilty at 
the Aſſizes held there, of Seventy two In- 
_ di&ments, for the following Crimes, vir. 


Twenty-two for Murder, . Sixteen for 
Breaking Houſes, Fourteen for Robbing 
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Churches, Eighteen for the Highway; 
and Two for a ſtill more execrable Crime, 

which he commited, in the Execution of 
a Robbery in the Houſe of a Weaver Who 


lived in Armagh. 


The chief Place that was the Scene of 
his Robberies, was on the Mountains of 


Nemrey, between Dundacque and the Nem- 


rey; Which are about Ten Miles diſtant 
from each other, at which time, there 


was not one Houfe ſtanding thereon, 


which gave great Opportunity for him, 
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numerous Villainies. 


At the Entrance into theſe Mountains, 
towards the North, were the Ruins of an 
uninhabited Structure (called Mira Caſtle? 
which this famous Rapparee uſed for one 


of his Ambuſcades, wherein he lay ob. 


ſcure, till ſuch time as he could conveni- 


ently ſally out upon Travellers, and put 
his Villainous Purpoſes in Execution, not 
only by Robbing them of all they had, 
but very often of Murdering them alſo. ' 

Another of his Ambuſcades, was under 


one of the Arches of a Stone Bridge, 


which is over a ſhallowRiver, about a Mile 
and Half from the Caſtle, from which he 
could iſſue forth, and ſurprize thofe Tra. 


vellers he thought fit to attack, as ſoon as 


they had paſſed the ſaid Bridge, who be- 


ing thereby unprepared for Defence, were 
the eaſier overpower'd, and either plun- 
der'd or murder'd at his Pleaſure. .

TS fiding near unto his Native Manſion 
Cave, and being a true begotten Child, 


did not in the ſeaſt derogare from the 


Principles of his Old Sire; and being re- 
duced, for the Support of his vicious Lite, 


he reſolved to betake himſelf to the fame 


Courſes, which his honeſt Father fol- 
low'd before him; and in order thereunto, 
he firſt took to picking of Pockets; in 


which way of Living he continued till he 


Was Twenty Years of Age, when, at- 
_ tempting to take a Watch out of the 
Pocket of a Gentleman, he was appre- 
| hended and commited to Gaol in Armagh, 
where he lay but a ſmall time, for the 


Seſſions being juſt beginning, he was 
try'd, and ſeverely whipt at a Cart's 


8 Tail, and ſo diſcharged. 
Ibis Young Gentleman, having once 

again acquired his Liberty, immediately 
tell into the old Courſe of living, and find- 


ing that ſuch ſmall Trading did not fully 


anſwer his Purpoſes, he reſolved to be- 
take himſelf to robbing on the Highway, 
and e found Means to furniſh

himſelf with Sword, Piſtols, Powder 
Balls, Cords, Oc. but was not yet ena- 


bled to procure a good Horſe, and there- 


fore robb*d on divers Roads on Foot, in 
which he proceeded for Five Years with 
great Succeſs, without any Diſcovery, 


which gave him no ſmall Encouragement. 

About the Year 1663. inthe 25th Year 
of his Age, having furniſhed himſelf with 
a good Horſe, he repairs to the Mountains 
of Newrey, where he robb'd with Succeſs 


for Eight Years, during which time, 


Holding a great Correſpondence with di- 
vers Whores, one of them at length, 
upon a Quarrel that happen'd between 
him and her, diſcovered him: Upon 


which, ma ny People were gathered to- 
er 


gether in or to ſeize him, and ſo cloſe- 


5 purſued him, that his Horſe and Ef- 


fects fell into their Hands, but he himſelf 


with great Difficulty eſcap'd, deſtitute of 


all Utenſils for robbing, and without a 
Penny of Money. 

This Misfertune reductd him fo bbw. 
that he returned to his former Trade of 
picking of Pockets, . in which Occu- 
pation he continued but a ſmall time, for 
ſoon after, a certain Strumpet, introduc'd 


him into the Company of divers Houſe- 
Breakers. In which Gang he continued 


for Four Years, during which time, they 


not . broke open Honſes, robbd 
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Churches, ſtole Horſes, Cows and Sheep, 
but alſo committed many Robberies on 
the High- Roads, and murder'd Sixteen 


Men, Nine Women, and Two Girls, the 
laſt of which, for their not conſenting to 
be debauch'd by them. . 


The Wickedneſs of theſe Villains, being 


arriv'd to a great Height, diligent Search 


was made after them ; and upon the 


Promiſe of a great Reward, and Pardon 
to any one of the Company who ſhould. 
Impeach the reſt of the Gang, honeſt 


Patrick Mac Judas Savage, for ſake of the 


| Reward ( Iriſhman like) made himſelf 
Evidence, and betray'd the whole Com- 


pany in general; who were thereupon 


Apprehended, Try'd, and afterwards 
juitly Executed, for the many barbarous 


and bloody Facts by them committed. 
Having by this Means a ſecond Time 


regain'd his Liberty, with a ſmall matter 


of Money left, he thought it was high 
time to remove his Quarters, and be- 
lieving himſelf to be too well known, to 
live long in any Part of Feland, he re- 
ſolved to ſee what kind of living Old Eng- 


land produced. And accordingly pack'd 
up his Awls, and made the beſt of his 
Way to Rings. End near Dublin, where he 
I embark'd on the 17th Day of March 1675. 

(ina the 37th Year of his Age) being the 
| Day of the Month on which his Father 


Was 
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| was hang'd, and about 24 Hours after, 
arriv'd at Holy-Head, at which Place he 
continued about Five Weeks; in which 
time, he not only pick'd divers Peoples 
Pockets, but alſo broke open and robb'd |? 
two Houſes, and committed divers Rob- | 
| beries on the Highways; *till finding him- |? 
ſelf ia danger of being apprehended, he 
made the beſt of his Way from thence; |? 
and in travelling over the Mountains of | 
Wales, or into the Converſation of a a 
Young Welſþ Girl, whom he firſt de- 
bauch'd, and afterwards intic'd away from 
her Parents, and with her travell'd to the 
City of Tor; where, after ſome time, he 
became a Bailiff" Dos, in which Imploy 
he continued Nine Years. 

In this Space of Time he had two Ba- 
ſtard Sons, at one Birth, by the aforeſaid 
Welſh Woman. The one he named Pa- 
trick Mac Judas, after his own Name; 

and the other he calld Jonathan, after the 
Name of his-Concubine's Father. 
Patrick Mac Judas, being a weak and 
fickly Child, liv'd but 3 Months; but 
Jonathan, being a luſty Child, and both in 
Features and Conlticution, giving early 
19 Indications of his Father's Beauty), Honeſt 
il | Countenance and Capacity, thriv'd amain, 
1 and ſeem'd to promiſe a long Life, if not 
ſhorten'd by the Courſes that his Father 's | 
Employ ſeem'd tc to cut out for him. 
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„ 
An unhappy Difference ariſing between 
Patrick Mac Judas Savage, and the Bailiff 
his Maſter, in relation to ſome Moneys 
due for Setting, poor Patrick Mac Judas 
was diſcharg'd, and finding himſelf uni- 
verſally hated in the Neighbourhood 


I wherein he liv*d, he betook himſelf to his 


Old Trade, and purſu'd again his former 


3 Courſes : For, as the Old Proverb fays, 
3 What is bred in the Bone, is never out of the 


Fleſh; or rather, What comes by Natare, 
„ « o dh. * *mAA 7 
He ſucceſsfully continued his former 
Practices for the Space of Ten Years, at 
Which time the Pitcher came Home broke 
at laſt; for in breaking into a Houſe, in 
the Dead Time of the Night, he was 
ſhot through the Left Shoulder and Right 
Knee, which ſo much diſabled him, that 
he could no ways eſcape, and ſo was taken 
and committed to the Caſtle of York, and 
ſoon after executed for the ſame Fact. 
And thus ended the Days of honeſt Patrick 
Mac Judas Savage of infamous Memory. 
After his Execution, his Son Jonathan 
Savage was put to a Charity- School, where 
he continued 3 Years to little purpoſe, 
having been more intent upon Pilfering, 
than his Book. At 14 Years of Age, his 
Grandfather by his Mother's Side, put him 
Apprentice to a Lockſmith in London, by 
whom he was often found guilty of Pil- 
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Maſter hearing, he aroſe from Dinner, 
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fering, which his Maſter ſtill forgave: 


»Till in the Sixth Year of his Apprentice- 
ſhip, being well acquainted with the Na-“ 
ture of picking all ſorts of Locks, and. 
having Intelligence that his Maſter had | 
lately received a conſiderable Sum of JF 
Money, he privately got into the Cham 


ber, one Sunday, when his Maſter was at | 
Dinner, and immediately fell about pick- | 
ing the Lock of the Cabinet in which the 
Money was depoſited. But the Cham- 
ber being directly over the Dining-Room, [7 
honeſt Jonathan had the Misfortune to 
drop one of his Inſtruments, which his 


and ran up into the Chamber, where he 


found his Man, who had that Minute

His Maſter, in great Rage and Surprize, 
at firſt reſolved to proſecute him; but 
upon his Prayers and Intreaties, and his 
Miſtreſs inter poſing in his Favour, it was 
dletermined, that he ſhould have his In- 
denture delivered back, and to be diſ- 
charged out of their Houſe and Service, 
Which was accordingly that Evening per-

and being arrived to the Age of 20, ſets 


up for a Bully and a Beau, frequenting 


Bawdy-Houſes, Gaming-Houſes, Plays

Admirers among the Fair Sex; and at 
length falling acquainted with a young 
Widow, who kept 'a Brandy Bawdy- 


4 Houſe in Drury Lane, by which ſhe had 


ſaved Money, he took up his Reſidence 
with her, and became intimately ac- 


I quainted with a great number of People, 
Who, to ſupport their extravagant de- 


bauch'd Lives, brought him Gold Watches, 
Rings, Apparel, £7c. which they had ob- 
tain'd by Slight of Hand, for which they 


generally were paid about one Tenth of 
the Value, which they alſo uſually ſpent 
4 in his Houſe, EE II] 


Honeſt Mr. Savage, finding the Conſti- 
tution of his Cuſtomers to be Coaſin- Ger- 
man to his own, he examin'd into their 


reſpective Qualifications, and thoſe whom 
he found not well qualify'd in picking of 


Locks, he inſtructed in the ſame, as alſo 


with all other Tricks neceſſary for their 
| Accompliſhments. He alſo furniſh'd 
them with proper Inſtruments, and with 


Piſtols, Swords, Daggers, Cords, c. to 


bind People, Sc. and for the Villains of 
greater Bravery and Reſolution, he pro- 


vided Horſes, Piſtols, Oc. to equip them 


for the Highway; And for Houſe-breakers 
and Shoplifters, Oc. with ſuch Iaſtru- 
ments as were proper for their Under- 
takings ; and then dividing them into 
divers Companies, he allotted to them

theic ſeveral Quarters of London, Weſt- 
minſter, & c. to practiſe in; by which 
Means, when any Robberies were com- 


mitted, by having recourſe to his Day- 


Book, he immediately knew by whom 

If Fame ſays true, At his firſt ſetting 
up his Trade, he equipp'd 40 Highway- 
Men, 150 Foot Pads, 160 Houle-breakers, 


(Men, Women and Children) 80 Shop- ö 
lifters, and 162 Pickpockets, being in all, 


to the Number of 592, with all Things 
neceſſary to their reſpective Imploys: A 
Family as numerous as villainous! And 
once in a Month's Time, or Six Weeks at 
fartheſt, every Perſon made their Returns, 


and ſettled Accounts with their honeſt 


Kinſman ; at whole Houſe they generally 
ſpent all their Allotments, before they ſet 
forth for the next Adveuture; and at the 


fame Time received a new Commiſſion, 


which directed them to another Walk, 


the better to conceal their Villainous Pro-

his loving Conſort was taken ill, and 


dy'd; Whereupon, that he might be nearer 
to his Buſineſs, he removed his Quar- 
ters to the Old Batily near Newgate; and 


perceiving that his Kinſmen not only grew 


very numerous, but alſo troubleſome, he 


nued thus proſperouſly his 
Villa inies tor about 15 Years in Drury Lane, 
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made an exact Inſpection among them, 


and finding many who were never likely

Having agreed on this Head, 
he immediately has recourſe to his Day- 
Book, wherein are inſerted the Names of 
ſuch as belong to the Walk wherein the 
Robbery was committed, to whom he 
illues out his Commands, forthwith to 
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come before. him, and bring ſuch Goods 
as they have ſtoln on that Walk: At the 
Receiving whereof, he pays to the Thief 
fuch a Proportion as he thinks fit, and 


takes the Goods into his own Poſſeſſion, | 


and ſends them by a Porter, to the Place 


appointed (which 1s generally to ſome © 


Publick-Houſe) where they are left bound 
up in a Bundle, a Hamper, or a Basket, 


according as they require, with a Dire- 


Qtion on them, for the Owner of them, 


to whom they are delivered, when called 
for, on his paying, at the Receipt thereof, 
the Sum before agreed on. 


Tis now high Time to 1 and 


leave my honeſt Friend Mr. Jonathan 
Savage, to his Deſtiny, which he has 


hitherto ſo miraculouſly found Means to 


elude, tho' the Fatal Tripod has long ſeem'd 


to figh and groan for him, and ſupports 
its Claim to him, as it were, vy Heredi- 


tary Right.
